Montreal Byelections 


"THE weekend declaration of the Rallie- 
ment des Creditistes. means that 
Quebec separatism, for the first time in 
our parliamentary his- 
tory, has conquered an 
established political 
.. There is no 
preeedent for this de- 
velopment in the brief 
career of the Bloc 
Populaire. That party. 
largely a product of 
resentment against 
wartime conseription, 
was dedicated to com- 
paratively modest ob- 
jectives. These emerge 
with clarity from a speech delivered in the 
House ‘of Commons by Mr. Maxime Ray- 
mond on January 31, 144. 

The Bloc stood for Canadian nationalism 
(stressing, for example, a distinctive flag 
and anthem and a Canadian governor- 
general); diluted isolationism; provincial 
and various social welfare 
measures (especially family allowances). 

Mr. Caovette has moved, or been swept, 
far beyond these lirnited goals: 

The Ralliement does not profess to be 
separatist but declares that it will back 
separatism within. two years unless its 
four-point “ultimatum” is met. This is a 
distinction without much apparent differ- 
ence because the demands are clearly @ 
formula for separation. : 


Ralliement Demands 


Quebec, according to the Ralliement, 
must have (1) “Absolute control over the 
creation of its credit’; (2) “Control over 
its imports and exports”; (3) “Absolute 
control over immigration” and (4) “The 
return to “the provinces of direct and 
indirect fiscal resoutces.”” 

Point one is of particular significance. 
Mr. Caouette in the past has been opposed 
to Social Credit action in the provincial 
field for the understandable reason that the 
Bank of Canada is a federal institution.

Mr. Caouette badly needed an issue for 
the two Montreal byelections of February

are not original; even the short-lived Bloc 
Populaire did well in. byelections. But 
Mr. Cauette is accepting a major risk; if 
his candidates are badly defeated, despite 
the alliance of Social Credit and separat- 
ism, the results will be, convincing 
evidence that extremism is less popular 
than some politicians, inside and outside 
the Ralliement, are wont to assume.

One of the diseases—perhaps brought on 
by civilization—is insomnia, Some people can 
go to sleep the minute their head hits the 
pillow, while others will lie” 
awake until 2 or 3 a.m. 

Some physicians who, I 
suspect, never had trouble 
with insomnia, say, “Just 
Vie there calmly in bed and 
eventually you will get to 
sleep.” That would be bad 
enough for ‘some | retired 
or wealthy person. who 
hasn't any work to do, but 
it can be terrible for the 
person whose alarm is Alvares 
going off at 6 or 7 in the morning, and who 
must then get up and work hard all day. 

Without a night's sleep, the victim of in- 
somnia may be. unable to doa good day's 
work. The girl at a,typewriter or in a cash- 
taking booth, or the man who ts keeping a 
set of books, is likely to make some bad 
mistakes, : 

What can be done? One good plan is to 
go to bed early, and not to do any hard 
mental work in the evening, I find that if I 
study and write after 8 or 9 p.m., I will not 
sleep well._If,-when on a vacation, T Nave

easily, and then to sleep well for the rest 
of the nights. If I have to give a banquet 
“lit up” 
that I cannot get to sleep unless I take a pill. 

Sometimes I can get to sleep. by reading 
until I get sleepy and heavyeyed. If then 
I quickly lie down and shut my eyes I am 
likely to go right to sleep. However, if I get 
up and move around; if I turn off lights and 
brush my teeth, and get wakened, sleep is 
not likely to come. 


Sometimes, if I leave my FM radio. on 
just loud enough so that I can listen to it, 
I may go to sleep. If, for a few minutes, my 
wife will read to me from a not-too-exciting 
book, I may go quickly to sleep. Often I must 
discipline myself—and scold myself and stop 
thinking of a problem at my office; I have 
to keep saying to myself, “You came to bed 
to sleep and not to work out a problem,” 

* * * 

Many of my older friends tell me that if 
they will drink a bottle of beer or a big 
giass of port or sherry they will quickly 
go to sleep. Alcohol can be a tranquilizer. 
Old people, and especiallly old men, seem to 


need less sleep than young people do; they 
tend to kéep waking and drowsing and 
waking again all night. Also, old men are 
usuajly wakened a few times during the 
night because of an irritable bladder. 

A few people are wakened again and again 
with arthritic pains, or a cough, or “restless 
legs.” Some are bothered by ear noises, 
throbbing in their ears, itchiness, leg cramps, 
flatulence, cold feet, sweating, or a stuffy 


noses» 


Some women, whose eyes are very sensi- 
tive to light, can sleep an extra hour or two 
in the morning if they will wear an eye shade 
made of cloth. 

There is a type of insomnia that I seldom 
read about but often hear about, and this {s 
the insomnia that, comes between 1 and 5 


_in the morning. I know it well, and have 


found it particularly trying. Few people 
realize that there are thousands of men 
and women who much need a small dose of 
a Narbiturate some time in the early morning 
—a few hours before daylight, 

I am a great believer in the use of sleep- 
making drugs when they are much needed. 
I know that in many a case they can keep 
a person from going on into a bad nervous 
breakdown. When I wrote my book,“ 
that Came Back,” I found that many of the 
75 persons from whose autobiographies 1 
quoted, had said that they thought that if 
only, as they were cracking nervously, their 
doctor had made them sleep well for a week 
they would never have “snapped” and would 
not have had _* go into a mental hospital, 

* * 

“In all my 58 ciate of practice I have seen 
only a. few people who got to taking too 
big doses of some barbiturate, and they were 
all undiseiplined persons who had poor self- 
control. Furthermore, I never saw a patient 
really habituated to barbiturates as a man 
is to heroin or morphine; all the people who 
were taking large doses of a a could 
easily quit. - 

I have taken barbiturates often in the 
years since.1918, and I feel-tmt the slightest 


‘desire for the stuff. I have never run up the 


dose of such drugs; and what is remarkable, 
I still can get good sleep from half the 
amount that is usually prescribed. On a 
vacation, when I am relaxed, I need no drug 
for -sleeping, and I have no desire for one. 
This certainly shows that barbiturates do 
not have to cause any degree of habituation 
that is worth worrying about.
